The  Board  of  Manaj^cir.ent  presents  its  I'^ij^-lithAniui.il  Report,  and 
in  Uoinij  so  acknowledj^es  the  ^ood  hand  ot  Ciod  in  the  measure 
of  g'ood  work  accomplished  durinj^  the  year  just  ended. 

With  the  exception  of  an  increase  in  the  number  of  childen  oi' 
tender  years,  for  whom  it  has  been  necessary  to  seek  foster-homes, 
in  the  workin<^  out  of  the  "Maternity  Houses  Act,"  the  work 
has  been  of  much  the  same  character  as  in  former  years. 

Tlie  enforcement  of  the  above  mentioned  Act  bv  the  Medical 
Health  Officer  has  already  had  most  beneficial  results,  as  all  maternity 
boarding  houses  and  baby  homes  are  now  under  license  and  strict 
inspection,  and  their  number  is  limited. 

.At  present  there  are  twenty-six  licensed  baby  homes  in  the  city, 
and  these  are  all  under  the  supervision  o(  the  Medical  Health 
Depattment.  The  inspector  of  the  department,  l^r.  W.  Harley 
Smith,  who  is  also  a  member  of  the  Board  of  this  Society,  visits 
them  twice  a  week.

Previous  to  the  passiui;^  o(  the  Act  under  which  the  Society 
operates,  and  similar  Acts  in  Cireat  Britain  and  the  United  States, 
there  was  no  protection  for  the  "little  citizen,"  and  parents  often 
seemed  to  think  that  they  owned  their  children  and  could  use  them 
and  abuse  them  as  they  liked.  The  effect  o(  the  laws  for  the 
protection  of  children  has  been  to  rudely  awaken  cruel  and  neijlectful 
parents  to  the  fact  that  the  law  oi'  the  land  roi^'^ards  them  as  the 
rig^htful  guardians  of  their  children  as  long  as  they  do  their  duty  by 
them,  while  it  clearly  shows  that  the  children  are  citizens  whom  the 
state  is  bound  to  protect.  I'ndor  these  benign  laws,  now,  not  only 
the  citizen  who  has  reached  majority,  but  the  citizen  a  day  old  has 
an  equal  right  to  the  protection  vvhicn  the  law  atTords. 

This  Societv  is  therefore  not  a  charitv  merelv,  but  also  a 
subordinate  governmental  agency  for  the  express  purpose  of  protect- 
ing the  helpless  and  acting  as  their  legal  representative  in  the 
criminal  courts. 
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PLACIN'Q  CHILDREN  iN  FOSfER-HOMES. 

It  will  be  seen   by  the    followlnj^   table   that  a  lari^^e   luiinber  of 

children  were  placed  in  foster  homes  during  the  year  ;  but  the  Society 

wishes  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  it  is  not  its  desire  or  its  aim  to  take 

children  from  their  natural  homes,  but  to  provide  the  best  possible 

substitute  for  the   natural   home  when  the  latter  has   been  proven  a 

place  unfit    for  the    task  of  properly  briny;-ing  up  and  carinj,^  for  its 

vouthful  inmates.

In  the  last  report  the  difficulty  of  getting  homes  ior  boys  under 
nine  years  of  age,  and  the  still  greater  difficulty  of  finding  homes  for 
both  boys  and  girls  under  two  years  of  age  was  pointed  out.  During 
the  past  year  there  has  been  less  difficulty  in  providing  for  both  of  these 
classes.  A  glance  over  the  Society's  records  shows  that  up  to  the 
date  of  the  last  report  the  Society  in  its  seven  years  history  had  placed 
only  nineteen  children  under  two  years,  while  during  the  past  twelve 
months  alone  homes  have  been  found  for  nineteen  under  that  age. 
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Sixty  children  were  placed  in  foster  honio>  iluriiij;'  the  year. 
Some  ot  these  were  rescued  from  homes  o(  vice  and,  by  the 
action  of  the  Police  Ma«,'istrate.  made  wards  of  the  Society,  while 
others  were  adopted  throui^h  the  vohmtary  action  o\'  their  parents 
— for  reasons  which,  on  investii,'^ation,  were  deemed  to  be  i,'ood. 
In  cases  of  the  former  kind  the  Society's  pohcy  is  not  to  j^o  to  the 
extreme  measure  of  tlie  law  if  somethini,"-  less  drastic  will  answer  ;  but 
experience  has  proved,  both  in  this  Society's  work  and  in  that  of 
older  societies  with  much  lartjer  fields,  that  what  is  best  for  the 
children  of  vicious  parents  is  also  best  for  the  parents.  The  assump- 
tion of  some  people  that  the  "Children's  Protection  Act "  of  189^ 
made  criminals  of  people  who  were  formerly  imiocent,  is  unfounded. 
The  offenders  were  not  innocent  previous  to  the  passinij  of  that  Act, 
but  their  neglect  of  their  children  was  not  then  lej^ally  a  crime, 
althoui^^h   their  conduct  was   and  has  always   been    a  crime  against 

nature  and  moralitv. 

THE  SHELTER. 

The    Shelter    continues    to    he    a    useful    part    of    the    Society's 

machinery.

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The  four  deaths  mentioned  in  the  above  tahle  were  all  those  o( 
infants  sent  to  the  Shelter  during  the  first  few  months  in  \\hi».-h  the 
*'  Maternity  Hoarding  House's  Ael  "  was  in  i>perativMi.  As  titne 
advanced  and  the  baby  homes  mentioned  in  the  early  part  oi  this 
report  were  licensed  it  was  found  better  to  encoura^^e  the  parents  o\' 
such  infants  either  to  enter  the  Infants'  lliime  with  their  ofTsprinj^, 
or,  failiu}^  ti>  persuade  them  to  ^\o  this,  to  place  the  children  in 
baby  homes  and  bear  the  responsibility  of  their  maintenance  them- 
selves. The  result  is  that  for  many  months  it  has  not  been  ti>und 
necessary  to  receive  infants  at  the  Shelter. 

The  influence  on  the  children  received  at  the  Shelter  by  their 
treatment  there,  may  be  judi,'^ed  by  the  fact  that  it  is  no  unusual  fhinj,' 
for  such  children  to  leave  the  buildlnj^  tearfully  and  reluctantly,  and 
indicates  the  contrast  between  the  treatment  in  the  Shelter  and  that 
of  their  past  unhappy  and  uncomtortable  home  life;  and  it  shoukl  be 
remembered  in  this  connection  that  the  Shelter  is  not  a  home  in  the  full 
sense,  but  a  temporary  receivin*;"  house  and  necessarily  lacks  many  o( 
the  ordinary  home  comforts  to  which  reasonably  well  cared  for  chiklren 
are  accustomed. 

Ni>twithstanding-  the  number  of  children  who  have  passed  throuj^^h 
the  Shelter  durinj^  the  }ear,  whose  condition  called  for  much  ti>  be 
done  in  the  way  of  clothinj^,  (many  beinj^  so  ill-clad  that  they  had  to 
be  supplied  with  additional  clothinj^-,  while  others  were  clad  with  such 
filthy  j^arments  that  the  destructii>n  o(  all  clothini;  found  on  them 
became  necessary),  the  manai^ement  is  thankful  that  the  required 
clothitig^  has  been  larjjely  supplied  by  tb.e  thoui^htful  donations  oi'  the 
friends  c^f  the  Society.  The  list  of  these  donations  will  be  founil  on 
the  last  pages  of  this  report.  The  i^ifts  oi'  many  little  children  as 
Bands,  Leaj^ues  or  Societies,  or  individually  were  particularly 
welcome,  and  these  little  friends  would  be  delii^hted  could  they  see 
the  use  made  o(  their  i^ifts. 

The  experience  of  another  year  emphasizes  the  need  o."  a  per- 
manent buildinj^  for  a  Shelter  suited  to  the  work,  afTordinj^  more  room 
and  better  arranj^ement  for  classification. 

In  previous  reports  the  want  of  accommodation  for  certain  classes 
of  children  in  the  city  and  province,  has  been  pointed  out  and  a  strong 
plea  made  for  the  establishment  of  a  home  for  incurable  children.  It 
is  a  great  satisfaction  to  the  Hoard  to  learn  that  a  Society  has  been 
formed  during  the  past  year  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  such  a 
home,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  ere  long  be  opened. 
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nuriii^  the  summer  tlic  manuf^cmeiU  ilccmoil  it  wise  to  hoanl 
out  the  incurable  cliiUlreii  at  present  ou  its  hands  and  an  appeal  was 
made  tlinnij^h  the  press  for  linancial  assistance  lor  this  purpose. 

As  will  be  seen  in  the  subscription  list,  a  number  of  kind  friends 
responded  and  the  children  are  now  comfortably  placed  iti  a  home  in 
the  County  of  Durham,  in  charjjfe  of  a  kind-hearted.  Christian  woman. 
Very  little  of  the  expenditure  on  this  account  is  charj^^ed  in  the 
fmancic'il  statement,  because  up  to  the  close  of  the  Society's  fmancial 
year,  no  account  for  board  had  been  sent  in  for  payment. 

In  May,  Mr.  VV'otton,  who  had  with  ^reat  faithfulness  discharged 
the  duties  of  Superintendent  oi'  the  Shelter  for  five  years,  resigned, 
wishing  to  return  to  Hamilton,  and  his  resignation  was  accepted  with 
suitable  acknowledgment  ol'  his  etiicient  services. 

Mr.  John  H.  Hustard,  who  was  highly  recommended,  was  ap- 
pointed in  his  stead  and  has  given  evidence  o(  fitness  for  the  position. 

Miss  Gordon,  on  whom  much  increased  responsibility  rested, 
following  the  resignation  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  appointment 
of  his  successor,  has  continued  to  discharge  her  duties  as  Matron  and 
Chief  Nurse  with  great  faithfulness.  The  Hoard  would  also  record  its 
apprecitaion  of  the  ellicient  services  of  Miss  Clark,  the  teacher  at  the 
Shelter. 

FINANCES. 

The  Hoard  thanks  its  friends  for  the  financial  support  given. 
Tlie  Sunday  Schools  and  classes  again  gave  welcome  support,  though 
th^-  total  was  $9.48  less  than  last  year  and  SiS().47  less  than  the  year 
before.  Sherbourne  Street  Methodist  Sunday  School  again  headed 
the  list,  and  again  increased  the  amount  contributed,  while  many  of 
the  other  Sunday  Schools,  in  proportion  to  their  numbers  and  means, 
did  equally  as  well.  St.  John's,  Norway,  again  contributed  quarterly 
and  has  for  years  been  the  only  Sunday  School  to  do  this.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  a  number  of  the  Sunday  Schools  fell  off  in  the  amount 
of  their  collections  and  that  one  of  the  largest  givers  in  the  former 
years  gave  no  collection  last  year.  The  foster  children  did  not  do  so 
well  with  their  contributions  as  formerly,  and  this  may  perhaps 
be  partly  accounted  for  because  the  Secretary  has  not  been  able 
to  give  this  department  that  attention  which  he  did  previously. 
The  Society's  income  from  the  subscribers  for  the  year  was 
about  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year,  but  with  the  necessity  for  pro- 
viding for  the  extension  of  the  work  and  a  new  Shelter  building, 
coupled  with  the  increased  commercial  prosperity  now  prevailing,  it 
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is  hoped  this  svuircc  i>t"iin;i>tno  will  iiKrciiso  aiul  inan\  new  Mih>».i  ilu-is 
bo  ackk'cl  to  the  list.  The  Italaiicc  on  hand  appears  to  bo  hirj^o,  but  this 
is  accountoil  tor  in  that  tho  last  instalmont  ot  tho  city  j^rant  t'i>r  tho  last 
yoar  (Si50<).ix)),  was  rocoivod  aftor  tlio  boi;innin)^  oi'  tho  SikmoIn's 
current  financial  yoar.  I'iio  Society  sends  out  no  collectors,  but 
notifies  its  vearlv  subscribers  bv  letter  as  the  dales  tor  their  sub.icrip- 
tions  come  around. 

Durinj,^  the  year  the  first  loj^acy  in  the  history  of  the  Society  was 

innounced.     Tho  amount   was  Skxxi.ck),  and  it  was  bequeatlud   by 

tho  l.ite  Mrs.  Annie  C'urrio.      Durintr  his  lil'otime  .Mr.  Noil  lurrio  w.is 

a    yearly    subscriber  to  the  funds  ot  tho  Society  anil    on  his    death 

Mrs.  Currie  continued  the  yearly  subscription. 

Iho  Hoard  has  thous^ht  it  best  to  lu>ld  this  in  rescr\e  \o  t'orm  ilie 
nucleus  of  a  fund  for  tho  purpose  of  buildini^  a  Shelter  suited  to 
the  work  o(  tho  Society.

Indeed,  they  are  copies  of  all  that  wore 
sent  in  durin*;-  the  twelve  months.  .Many  foster  parents  expressed  a 
desire  to  have  sent  pictures  oi'  their  homes  but  said  that  they  wore 
unable  to  do  so  because  of  the  distance  from  tho  nearest  photoj^raphor. 

A  CHAT   W ITH   THE  FOSTER  PARENTS. 

Extracts  fromsome  of  the  foster  parents'  letters  will  be  of  interest 
to  friends  of  the  Society. 

Mrs.  S.  writes  :  "I  now  write  to  let  you  know  that  .Albert,  as 
we  call  him,  is  well  and  is  c|uite  contented  and  happy  with  us.  He 
is  good  company,   for  he  is  scarcely  ever  quiet  unless  he  is  asleep. 
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lie  tliinks  as  much  r.  Ins  papa  and  inainnia,  as  he  falls  us,  as  if  \\c 
really  were  his  pa'cnis,  and  he  seems  to  th'mk  we  are  his  parents. 
He  says  Hod  sent  him  on  the  train  to  mamma.  About  tiie  bank  you 
sent  with  him.  Ho  thinks  so  much  of  it,  I  hope  you  will  allow  him 
to  keep  it.  Me  puts  all  his  Clippers  in  it  and  says  he  is  j^oinj.;^  to  buy 
papa  slippers  and  lots  of  tl'.inj^^s  with  it." 

Katie's  loster-tathcr  and  mother  write  :  "She  is  in  excellent  health, 
is  ^rowin},'"  finely  and  is  very  much  pleased  with  her  new  home.  She 
has  uo  desire  whatever  to  ^o  back  to  Toriintii.  She  is  jjettinj;  alon^ 
tinel>  in  the  public  ■.chool  and  also  at  the  Sunday  school.  W'e  think 
her  smart  and  intelligent  in  every  respect.  She  received  a  fine  lot  of 
presents  at  C  hristmas  and  she  is  delij^^hted  with  them.  She  is  takinj;" 
music  lessons  and  is  doinj^  nicely.  If  she  continues  to  i.\o  as  well  in 
the  future  as  she  has  in  the  past,  we  would  not  wish  for  a  nicer  j^'irl. 
All  the  iieij.;^hbors  think  a  j^reat  deal  oi'  her.  The  days  pass  happily 
with  her,  and  to  us  she  is  a  precious  treasure,  a  most  lovinj^  child 
full  o\'  love  and  sympathy.  We  all  wish  you  Godspeed  in  your  labor 
of  love  in  rescuin«j  those  dear  little  ones  for  whom  Christ  died.  May 
God  bless  you  is  the  prayer  of  our  hearts." 

Aleck's  foster  mother  writes  :  "The  little  one  we  have  is  all  we 
could  have  desired.  He  is  a  very  bright,  lovin<j  little  fellow  and 
makes  the  home  seem  more  like  home  tnan  it  has  done  tor  some 
time." 

This  fond  foster-mother  writes  : 

'•  I  thoui^ht  I  would  write  and  let  you  know  how  May  was  get- 
ting along.  She  is  well  and  getting  along  nicely.  She  takes  two 
sleeps  every  day.  She  never  gives  us  any  trouble  at  night.  I  believe 
she  is  the  best  baby  ever  was.  People  say  that  May  looks  enough 
like  us  to  be  our  own  child.  She  has  only  got  two  teeth  yet.  She 
can  say  "  Papa  "  arid  "  Mamma  "  and  "  Lillie,"  and  "  by-by  "  to  her 
papa  when  he  goes  away.  May  has  been  to  the  Thousand  Islands  to 
sec  her  grandma  and  grandpa.  They  think  she  is  a  lovely  child.  I 
hope  that  you  will  have  success  in  your  good  work." 

Mrs.  F.  writes  :  "  Roy  has  grown  a  great  deal  and  is  looking 
fat  and  well.  He  has  only  had  one  ordinary  cold  this  winter,  and  has 
a  very  slight  one  ;  t  the  present  time  ;  but  I  think  that  has  something 
to  do  with  the  last  two  double  teeth  he  is  cutting  now.  He  drives 
about  with  us  all  over  the  country  and  has  even  been  for  a  sleigh  drive 
of  (in  one  day)  30  miles.  He  is  always  very  warmly  clad  and  I  think 
that,  and  getting  plenty  of  fresh  air,  has  helped  to  keep  him  healthy. 
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He  hoggins  to  talk  more,  but  still,  only  as  a  rule,  nouns.  !Ic  is 
certainly  backward  in  his  speech,  but  he  understands  a  lot  aiul  he 
chatters,  in  his  wav,  all  dav  loiiir.  He  is  a  verv  dear  little  l>ov  and 
we  are  verv  fond  oi  him.  He  is  inclined  to  be  a  trifle  wav  ward, 
mischievous  and  anxious  to  have  his  own  way,  but  as  I  am  very  lirm 
with  him,  I  do  not  think  that  propensity  will  j^row." 

This  foster-mother  writes  :  "I  am  ^lad  to  say  that  Rosa  enjoys 
splendid  health  and  has  j^-rown  much  taller  since  she  came  to  us. 
She  lias  improved  wonderfully  in  other  respects  too,  is  learniiii;-  to  be 
obedient,  and  is  altoi^ether  much  less  trouble  than  at  fust.  She  is 
very  niuch  attached  to  her  papa  and  mamma  and  every  day  shows  i^reat 
tenderness  of  heart  towards  both  oi  us.  She  is  always  in  distress  if 
she  thinks  either  one  of  us  is  sick  or  tired.  She  is  still  a  i^reat 
favorite  amon<;^st  our  friends,  younij;'  and  old.  Our  pastor  and  his 
wife  think  her  a  most  lovely  child,  every  day  j^rowintj-  more  beautiful  ; 
but  we  consider  that  they  say  nothiui;-  more  than  what  is  really  true. 
She  is  a  terrible  romp,  and  at  Sunday  school  and  church  would  like 
to  play  all  the  time  if  possible.  Last  Sabbath  our  Superintendent  g-ave 
her  the  plate  to  take  up  the  collection,  which  she  did  very  nicely  ;  the 
whole  school  bein^  amused  with  the  performance.  She  always  tries 
to  help  in  distributing  books,  papers,  etc.,  and  is  just  as  smart  as  can 
be.  Just  now  she  is  busy  with  her  plaything's  and  daily  talks  of  God 
and  heaven  and  her  dear  uncle  William  who  has  ij'one  to  God's  house." 

Willie  went  away  to  a  sunny  Southern  State.  His  foster-mothe«- 
writes  :  "  Willie  is  well  and  seems  to  be  perfectly  happy.  We  all 
think  him  a  very  sweet,  nice  little  boy,  thouijh  he  has  an  awtul  temper 
when  crossed  ;  but  we  do  not  feel  that  we  would  be  doini^  our  duty 
toward  him  by  letting-  him  do  just  entirely  as  he  pleases.  We  have 
both  become  very  fond  of  him  and  he  seems  very  much  attached  to  us." 

Edith  has  an  affectionate  foster-mother  who  writes:  "  I  was 
sorry  I  did  not  ask  you  a  few  questions  about  the  child.  We  cannot 
think  she  is  a  common  child.  She  has  so  many  nice  little  refined 
ways  with  her,  and  we  wonder  very  much  who  she  is.  Perhaps  it  is 
against  the  rules  of  your  Society  to  answer  questions,  and  if  so 
it  is  all  right;  but  if  not  we  would  like  you  to  tell  us  what  you  know 
about  her  parentage.  We  are  very  much  attached  to  her  already 
and  I  would  not  be  without  her  now  for  a  good  deal ;  and  I  feel  very 
much  indebted  to  you  for  choosing  me  such  a  dear  little  girl." 

This  foster-father  writes  :  "  As  far  as  James  is  concerned,  he  is 
sharp  and  as  witty  as  most  boys  ;  but  of  course  he  is  a  boy  and  some- 
times needs  correction — as  the  school  mistress  says,  he  is  a  good  boy 
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when  voii  uct  vour  eves  on  him  —  I  ha\e  sent  him  to  school  verv  iiearlv 
all  the  time.  The  only  objection  I  have,  he  is  a  little  slippery  with 
his  tons^-ue,  and  can  tell  a  lie  as  quickly  as  tell  the  truth,  for  which  I 
have  had  to  correct  him  a  couple  of  times,  which  of  course  I  felt  sorry  to 
do,  althoui^h  I  did  not  hurt  him.  He  apparently  likes  i.  here,  for  the 
other  dav  I  told  him  I  should  send  him  to  vou  if  ho  ti>ld  anv  more  lies 
and  he  said,  'Oh,  1  don't  want  to ijo  and  leave  yi>u.'  .So,  you  see,  he  and 
I  airree  oiiK  for  this  of  wliich  I  tell  vou.  He  is  well  and  heartv  and 
can  y;o  throui^h  his  clothes  as  fast  as  any  other  boy.  I  let  him  ^o 
around  quite  a  lot  with  me  and  he  enjoys  it  1  can  tell  you.  .\fter 
awhile  I  shall  let  him  write  you  himself.  Would  be  pleased  to  hear 
from  \oii." 

.Mrs.  y.  Writes  :  "Our  little  .Mav  is  i>;^ettinir  aloiii*  nicelv.  She 
is  walkinj^,  and  can  talk,  and  i^ets  all  the  bread  and  milk  she  wants. 
Mav's  weiiiht  is  j^  lbs.  She  has  a  bijjf  doll  and  rocks  and  siuirs  bv- 
bye  baby.      May  has  never  been  sick  yet." 

This  comes  from  an  .\ssiniboia  foster  home  :  "1  expect  you  will 
be  wantinij;'  by  this  time  to  hear  how  our  little  boy  is  i^ettini,^  on.  Well, 
he  is  i4rowini^  very  fat  and  healthy  and  is  just  now  beg-inninj,'"  to  walk. 
My  wife  and  family  are  ver\  much  attached  to  him  and  would  not  part 
with  him  on  any  accovuit.  Please  write  and  let  me  know  how  you  are 
i^ettini4"  on  with  your  little  ones,  1  am  always  anxious  to  hear  about 
them.  Our  little  boy  has  some  money  collected  in  his  box,  which  I 
will  send  by  and  by." 

Tena's  foster-father  says  :  "I  am  doing  all  I  can  for  the  child 
1  adopted.  She  is  not  a  very  strouij;-  child,  and  1  intend  to  ijive  her  a 
^ood  education  and  I  am  saving  all  the  money  I  can  for  her,  to  pay 
her  expenses  in  high  school  after  she  is  through  the  public  school.  I 
send  it  to  the  sa\  ings  bank,  for  1  know  if  she  lives  she  is  going  to  be 
more  than  a  servant  girl.  She  is  only  in  school  since  the  first  o(  May 
and  she  is  in  her  second  reader.  The  other  school  children  call  her  a 
'  home'  child,  as  a  slur,  and  she  feels  badly  over  it." 

Mr.  H.  writes:  'Our  little  girl  is  growing,  doing  nicel}'  and 
getting  to  be  quite  a  big  girl.  .She  seems  to  be  very  quick  to  learn 
anything  and  is  very  mischievous  these  cold  days,  as  she  is  in  the 
house  so  much.  She  is  very  happy  and  contented — could  not  be 
more  so  if  she  were  our  own  child — and  we  could  not  be  more  fond  of 
her.  She  is  the  favorite  wherever  she  goes.  She  has  grown  to  be  very 
fond  of  the  animals  and  she  calls  them  all  hers.  She  has  a  good  time 
with  her  cat  and  dolls.  We  should  not  like  to  part  with  her  now, 
as  she  is  the  jov  of  our  home." 
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Mr.  \V.  writes:  "Charlie  is  very  fond  oi'  luM'ses.  He  is  a 
lovable  child,  but  very  headstroiii^.  We  love  him  \erv  imuh.  lie 
likes  school  and  is  in  a  j^reat  hurry  to  learn  to  icad.  lie  is  in  hii^h 
sj;"lee  this  niornini,'",  as  he  is  s^oins^  to  the  ci>unt\  fair.  lie  is  \orv 
savinj^  of  his  coppers,  but  not  uilliiii;  to  ^'ive  them  up." 

.\n  Alberta  foster-father  writes  :  "  I  do  not  know  lunv  we  could 
be  better  pleased  with  Lillie.  She  is  the  life  o\  our  home,  as  brii^ht 
and  smart  as  she  can  be.  and  is  a  i^eneral  favorite  wherever  she  i^i'es. 
She  is  healthy  and  is  i,^rowinj^  nicely,  and.  I  am  sure,  lo\es  us  as 
much  as  we  love  her.  She  sometimes  talks  abvuit  her  other  mamma 
at  the  'Superintenders,'  as  she  calls  the  Shelter,  but  says  sju*  likes  us 
better  and  does  not  want  to  i;v>  back  to  Toronto.  .She  has  just  bvcn 
carryiuij  in  some  sticks  oi  wood  and  small  blocks,  which  she  has  pileil 
as  neatly  and  nicely  as  one  could  wish.  I  callet.!  her  in  just  iun\  Aud 
told  her  1  was  writinj^  to  you,  and  asked  her  if  she  had  anythiui;  to  tell 
you.  She  said  'tell  them  I'm  abads^irl  aiul  am  uol  i,''oini4"  to  Ti^ronto. ' 
1  asked  her  win  she  wanted  me  to  tell  you  that  she  was  a  bad  i^irl.  She 
said,  'So  they  won't  want  me  to  i;^o  back  to  Toronto.'  It  is  a  lare 
thini^"  for  her  to  say  she  is  a  bad  i^^irl,  she  loves  so  much  to  be  called 
a  i^ood  tjirl,  and  when  she  has  been  naui,'"hty  will  never  rest  till  she 
has  asked  pardon  and  persuailed  us  to  say  th;;t  we  are  not  ani^rv  w  iih 
her  or  that  she  is  a  j^ood  i,nrl." 

This  is  how  a  foster-parent  writes  o(  a  little  three-year-old  bi>y, 
whom  he  adopted  January,  1S9S:  "As  it  is  a  little  o\er  one  year  since 
the  little  boy  came  to  our  home  from  the  Shelter,  I  thoui^ht  I  w  i>uld 
report.  We  like  the  little  fellow  very  much.  He  has  his  taults  (as 
have  we  all),  but  they  are  not  serious.  We  lind  him  a  very  brii^ht, 
intellij^ent  child,  and  very  atVectionate.  We  are  treating;  him  quite  as 
kindly  as  any  child  in  our  home,  and  he  seems  to  be  yi^rateful  for  the 
kindness  thus  shown.  He  has  never  been  sick  since  he  came  to  us, 
has  yfained  four  inches  in  hei«^ht  aiul  seems  stronir  and  well.  He 
is  a  ijeneral  favorite  with  almost  all  who  come  in  contact  with  him, 
and  we  think  that  if  we  had  b.ad  a  hundred  boys  to  make  choice  tiom 
we  could  not  have  made  a  more  satisfactory  selection.  We  .are  en- 
deavoring- to  wrap  him  round  with  loviuij  and  sacred  influences,  and 
makini^'  him  the  subject  of  much  prayer.  If  his  life  is  spared,  he  w  ill, 
we  hope,  make  a  fine,  cultured  and  Christian  j^'entlenian.  He 
is  verv  fond  of  his  home  and  us.  I-^verv  dav  he  savs  he  does 
like  his  ^ood  ma  and  pa.  He  is  quite  at  home,  atul  feels  hurt  if  at 
anv  time  we  sutrirest  his  removal  from  us." 
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From  Manitoba  conies  this  happy  note:  "Just  a  few  liiiis  to 
say  that  our  little  ^irl  is  well  and  happy,  and  as  full  of  fun  as  the  day 
is  long".  We  are  very  well  pleased  with  her  now.  She  is  a  fine  little 
girl  and  is  well  liked  wherever  she  goes.  I  wish  you  every  success 
in  your  good  work." 

THR  CHILDREN  HAVE  THEIR  SAV. 

Katie  writes  :  "As  1  have  been  home  for  two  days  on  account  o( 
the  bifif  snow  storm  I  thoui^ht  I  would  write  and  let  vou  know  how  1 
am  getting  on.  I  have  been  constantly  at  school  trying  to  be  pro- 
moted, but  my  teacher  gives  me  no  encouragement.  She  thinks  I 
am  not  far  enough  advanced  in  my  lessons.  The  work  seems  so 
different  to  that  in  the  city  schools,  although  the  teacher  says  I  am 
getting  along  very  nicely.  I  attend  Sunday  School  and  Church 
regularly.  My  teacher  at  Sunday  School  is  going  to  give  beautitul 
Christmas  Cards  to  the  ones  who  have  been  going  regularly  up  till 
Christmas.  I  have  been  taking  music  lessons  from  a  teacher  in  the 
village.  She  says  she  thinks  1  will  get  on  very  nicely,  as  I  have  the 
taste  for  music.  We  are  going  to  have  a  Christmas  dinner.  We 
expect  twenty-five  of  our  friends  and  relations.  We  are  practicing  for 
a  school  concert  and  I  am  in  fit'teen  drills.  Mamma  is  going  to  send  a 
parcel  to  Mrs.  S.,  and  said  I  could  send  you  some  of  our  lovely  butter. 
I  am  going  to  churn  it  all  myself. 

"We  are  making  a  four  storey  Christmas  cake.  We  are  all  well 
now\  but  papa  has  been  under  the  doctor's  care  for  two  weeks.  I  am 
very  much  pleased  with  my  new  home  and  would  not  go  back  to  the 
city  for  anything.  I  have  lots  of  things  here  that  I  would  not  have 
in  the  city.  Please  excuse  mistakes.  I  wish  you  a  Merry  Christmas 
and  a  Happy  New  Year." 

Al  wants  to  help  the  Society,  and  was  raising  chickens,  which  he 
intended  to  sell  and  give  the  money  to  the  Society,  but  he  iiad  a 
catastrophe,  which,  it  will  be  seen,  might  have,  in  the  end,  turned  out 
to  the  advantage  of  the  Society.  He  says  :  "  Ma  is  writing  and  says  I 
must  write  too.  I  am  very  well  and  like  my  home.  We  are  talking 
about  having  a  little  girl,  and  I  think  this  is  a  good  place  for  one.  I 
have  been  going  to  school,  and  am  in  the  second  reader.  I  am 
going  to  try  and  pass  to  the  next  book  when  the  next  holidays  come. 
I  haven't  forgotten  the  Society's  kindness  to  me.  I  have  only  fifteen 
cents  in  my  bank  now,  but  I  will  have  some  money  to  send  you  next 
winter.  I  have  nine  chickens  of  my  own,  and  ma  has  fifty.  We  have 
sixteen  sheep,  seven  head  of  cattle,  two  sows,  and  three  young  pigs. 
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anil  iIk'V  a.  .  ciMiiiiiiL;  on  very  \vc!!  Wo  aKi»  lia\ooru'  span  i>r  hoi  os. 
i  cIdsc  with  Kno."  I'o  this  ho  .  \\\  a  postsoi  ipt,  "  Ihis  niornini;^, 
when  I  wont  to  tood  thoin.  live  .  i  ny  little  chiokeiis  ueie  dead,  aiu! 
pa  thinks  a  mink  killeil  them.  !'..  atul  I  set  a  tiap  this  atterni>on. 
It   I  i^et  a  mink's  irulL"  it  will  be  \'    ■  I  h  moie  tlian  the  ehickens." 

i-'lorenee  writes  :  "I  \\a'  v  iv  mueh  pleasoil  when  I  teeeiveJ 
your  eard  telliiii;'  me  ahvMit  m\  biiMher  Ni>rman  eomim^  to  Maniti^ba. 
lie  is  i>n!y  abtnit  forty  miles  from  lieie  so  we  ei>iild  drive  there  in  a 
day.

I  am  in  the  secoiiil  class  now  and  I  am 
i;oinj.j  to  try  for  the  third  class  .it  C'histmas.  I  i^o  to  Sunday  School 
alnu'vst  everv  .Sund.iv.  It  has  been  \  ery  dr\  here  this  summer  and  the 
fruit  is  very  scarce.  We  had  a  i^ood  rain  this  mornin^"^.  I  think  I 
will  not  write  any  more,  onlv  I  am  writiiii:  this  all  myself." 

Bert  w  riles  :  "  I  i,'^uess  \  ou  tlunsi^ht  I  had  lorj^'^otten  you,  but  I 
ha\e  ni>t.  I  am  havinq^  a  i^i^oil  time  anil  am  i.;lad  that  I  am.  I  ha\e 
m^t  e\er\thini4  I  asked  lor.  I  asked  Pa  to  buy  me  a  pit;  and  I  ;^u-»t 
the  pii;.  I  briiii^  tlie  cow  home  at  lour  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  and 
I  ijo  to  meet  Pa  anil  i^et  a  riile  on  the  iumpei.  I  had  my  picture 
taken  with  .May  and  I  am  i^oiui^  to  i^et  one  taken  alone,  and  will  send 
you  one.  I  think  I  will  close  my  letter  now  as  I  have  nothinj;^  more 
to  say,  so  i40i>d  bye."

Heard  tVom  others  that  the  child  is  doini;  well  and  that  his  foster- 
parents  are  much  attachcil  to  him.      Aui,'"ust  25th. 

X'iolet  M. — She  is  f^^rowinii^  up  a  lovely  i;irl  and  is  tciKicrly  cared 
tor.  \o  supervision  is  needed  here  and  foster-parents  prefer  little  or 
no  correspondence.      Visited  Auij;^ust  25th. 

James  H.  —  Hid  not  visit  this  home,  but  heard  of  James  from  .Ai^£j^ie, 
who  had  just  returned  from  spending"  a  week  with  him.  He  is  a 
brii^ht  boy  and  is  now  in  the  4th  book,  and  altogether  is  doinj^ 
remarkably  well.      Auj^ust  23rd. 

John  \V. —  Had  dinner  in  this  home  and  was  thoroug^hly  pleased 
with  my  visit.  This  boy  is  prog^ressinsj^  well,  is  willinj^  and  obedient. 
He  reads  in  the  3rd  book  and  is  quite  a  carpenter.  Home  is  excep- 
tionally g"ood.      No  other  children.      Visited  Sept.  22nd. 

Frank  S.  The  main  ditliculty  here  is  this  boy's  quick  and  even 
violent  temper.  Was  g'lad  to  hear  that  there  was  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  this  respect  since  my  last  visit.  The  swellinj^  in  his  neck  has 
been  closely  watched  and  attended  to,  a  doctor  having^  been  called. 
X'isited  .Sept.   15th. 

Forest  A.  This  boy  is  well  and  strong,  has  a  good  appetite  and 
is  growing  tall.  Attends  school  regularly,  reads  in  the  3rd  book  and 
spells  well.  (lood  at  history  and  geography,  but  not  so  good  at 
arithmetic.  Cioes  to  church  and  Sunday  school  and  attends  CE. 
Societv.  Has  nice  tweed  Sundav  suit  and  wears  white  shirt.  Is 
growing  in  aflection  for  foster-mother  and  family.  Can  drive  the 
horse  rake.  Family  is  respected  in  the  Presbyterian  church.  P'oster- 
mother  is  particularly  excellent  woman.

DESCRIPTION  OF  A  FEW  OF  THE  CASES. 

OCTOHEK. 

Case  4552,— Was  that  of  a  boy  nine  years  of  age  who  was 
nearly  blind,  but  who  could  see  sulViciently  to  find  his  way  everywhere 
about  the  streets  and  do  nuich  mischief.  The  boy  was  not  loi>ked 
after  by  his  mother  and  was  fast  drifting  into  bad  ways,  I  le  was  sent 
to  the  Ontariii  Institution  for  the  Hlind  and  is  showing  such  aptitude 
in  learning  as  will  some  dav  make  him  a  iiood  citizen. 

NOVE.MHER. 

Case  4723.-  This  case  was  one  where  the  mother  was  dead  and 
two  bovs  were  being  neglected  by  their  father.  The  father  was 
brought  before  the  magistrate  and  the  case  was  adjourned  for  a  week, 
meanwhile  arrangements  were  made  by  the  father  to  place  the  boys 
in  a  comfortable  home  with  their  aunt,  and  the  case  was  dismissed.

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nFfKMHKK. 

Case  4795i.-  Conccrncil  fmir  children,  ranj^'in^'  in  ajjc  tVoni  seven 
to  fUtcen  years.  'I!»c  notlier  was  ileaJ,  the  lather  a  driinkarci,  who 
grossly  abused  his  childrcii.  On  the  case  beinjj;  brought  belore  the 
Maj^'istrate  the  children  .xorc  all  ordered  into  the  j^n.irdianship  o\  the 
Society,  and  siibsei.|uently  two  were  adopleil  to  relatives,  a  thiril  into  a 
j^ood  luMiie  ktunvn  to  the  relatives  and  appri>veil  by  the  St>ciely,  and 
the  fourth  placed  at  a  trade.  For  siMiie  time  after  this  actitm  was 
taken,  the  father,  ;uul  some  relatives  sympathi/inj;;  with  him,  j;ave  the 
people  with  whom  three  oi  the  children  were  placed  much  annoyance, 
but  after  bein^^  warned  and  shown  that  they  could  be  prosecuted  tor 
such  conduct  the  annoyance  ceased. 

lANlARY. 

Case  4913.  This  occurrence  included  six  children  whose  father 
was  an  habitual  drunkard.  I'riends  U;u\  many  times  ^ot  him  work, 
j^iven  him  clothes  and  supplied  the  family  with  food,  but  it  was  all  of  no 
avail  and  the  Society  had  to  interfere.  The  wife  beinjj^  compelled  to 
leave  her  husband  because  of  his  drunken  habits,  the  children  were 
placed  where  they  are  beinj^  cared  for  properly. 

FKHKIAKV. 

Case  4995. — Was  that  o(  a  boy  taken  in  to  be  boarded  w  hen  he 
was  three  months  old.  Shortly  after  brinj^inj;^  the  child  the  mother 
deserted  him,  and  the  couple  in  whose  house  he  was  lett  had  to  main- 
tain him  out  of  their  slender  means.  The  boy  had  novv  j^ot  to  be  two 
years  old,  and,  unable  Ioniser  to  bear  the  expense  o(  his  mainten.mce, 
the  people  who  had  charge  of  him  applietl  to  the  Society.  'I'he  little 
fellow  is  now  m  a  comfortable  foster-home. 

MARCH. 

Case  5063. — Had  to  do  with  a  brij^^ht  boy  of  eleven,  who  had 
the  misfortune  to  have  an  impediment  in  his  speech.  Neglected  b\ 
his  father  he  was  taking  refuge  in  one  place  alter  another  until  the 
Society  took  his  case  up.  For  some  time  his  father  could  not  be 
found,  but  when  he  was  found  he  was  brought  before  the  Magistrate 
and  the  Society  asked  for  the  custody  of  the  boy.  Meanwhile  the 
father's  sister,  a  most  respectable  woman,  had  heard  of  the  boy's 
neglected  condition  and  asked  to  have  him  handed  over  to  her.  The 
Magistrate  refused  the  Society's  application  but  handed  the  boy  over 
to  his  aunt  (with  the  hearty  approval  of  the  Society),  telling  her  to 
appeal  to  him  should  >'he  father  seek  to  disturb  her  in  her  possession 
of  the  child. 
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Al'RII.. 

Case  5171.— Was  that  of  a  boy  of  eiijht.  His  father  was  con- 
fined in  an  insane  asyhmi  while  his  little  brother  o(  five  was  in  the 
Orillia  Asylum.  The  mother  was  unable  to  maintain  herself  and 
children,  (she  bein^-  very  delicate),  and  she  determined  to  return  to 
l-lni^land  with  her  only  i^irl,  if  means  could  be  provided  for  that  purpose. 
Through  the  j^ood  ofVices  of  the  manaj^^ement  of  the  Kvening'  Star,  a 
public  subscription  was  taken  up  and  in  March,  1898,  mother  and  child 
went  to  Itiuirland,  while  the  bov  concerned  in  this  case  was  sent  to  t">ne 
of  the  Homes  in  this  city.  The  mother  has  never  since  either  com- 
municated with  the  Society  or  the  Home,  and  Willie  was  in  due  course 
placed  in  a  foster-home.  I'larly  this  year  the  poor  boy  beijan  to 
do\elop  symptoms  of  the  malady  his  brother  is  afllicted  with  and 
gradually  ij;-rew  worse.  Throui^h  the  advice  of  the  Society,  arrani^e- 
ments  were  made  to  send  the  little  fellow  to  the  Asylum  at  Orillia,  and 
the  boy  is  now  there.  This  case  brouiiht  out  an  illustration  of  how 
i^ood  many  foster-parents  are  to  the  little  ones  they  take  into  their 
homes.  Willie's  foster-mother  cluui^  to  the  hope  that  by  her  own 
care  and  nursing'  she  could  bring  him  around  all  right.  Even  after 
twi>  physicians  had  examined  the  boy  carefully  and  advised  sending 
him  to  the  asylum,  she  still  urged  that  it  might  not  be  necessary  for 
him  to  go  ;  and  it  was  only  after  much  persuasion  and  a  description  ol' 
how  comfortably  all  the  inmates  were  provided  for,  (and  of  the  position 
oi'  the  as\  lum  and  its  beautiful  surroundings)  that  she  fmallv  con- 
sented.  On  the  day  she  handed  the  boy  over  she  wept  bitterly  and 
said  that  the  parting"  was  a  cruel  blow  to  her. 

MAY. 

Case  5395. — Was  one  where  the  father  and  mother  were  con- 
stantly quarrelling  and  separating.  They  had  four  children,  and  these 
were  brought  to  the  Shelter  and  kept  for  two  months,  at  the  end  of 
which  tinie  the  parents  had  come  to  terms  and  the  children  were  sent 
back  to  them. 

JLNE. 

Case  5386. — Was  that  of  a  little  three-year-old  g-irl  whose  father 
had  deserted  her  and  whose  mother,  though  educated  and  refined,  was 
given  to  drink.  At  the  intercession  of  relatives  the  Society  took  action 
and  brought  the  case  into  court.  The  matter  was  settled  finally 
out  of  court  bv  a  kind-hearted  woman  agreeing-  to  take  care  of  the 
child  but  not  to  give  her  to  the  mother  until  she  had  thoroughly  re- 
formed. 
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jri.v. 

Case  5478.  Concerned  five  chilJren  \\  lK>se  ratliei  aiul  ini>ilKr 
were  cleatl  and  the  children  placed  with  their  elder  l-irother,  who  was 
said  to  use  inone\'  (lei'  In  his  parents  tor  the  children's  maintenance) 
for  drink,  and  leave  the  children  ill-pro\  ided  tor  in  conse*.|uence.  The 
case  was  brout^ht  betorc  the  Mai^istiate  and  dis».hari;cd  by  him  with  a 
warnini;  to  the  bri>ther  to  do  better  in  Inture. 

At  cast. 

Case  5653.  In\\>lved  the  weltate  ol  a  boy  ot"  tour  and  a  t^irl  of' 
eii^ht.  Ihe  lather  was  an  educated  man  in  v>ne  o\  the  learneil  pro- 
fessions, but  drink  was  his  master  and  he  left  his  w  ile  and  family  and 
refused  to  support  them.  C'^n  the  case  beins;  bnnis^ht  before  the 
Mai,'"istrate,  at  the  reL|uesl  ol  the  children's  mother,  he  h.nuied  their. 
over  to  the  Society.  The  bo\  was  subsequently  adv^pteil  tv>  his  mother 
while  the  i,'"irl  was  adopted  into  a  j^ood  lumie. 

si:i'ti:mi5i;k. 

Case  5693.  Concerned  a  little  lad  oi  six.  He  was  brought  \o 
the  Salvation  Army  Children's  Shelter  last  year  by  a  wvMnan  callini; 
herself  his  stepmother,  who  never  came  aj^ain.  A  man.  who  saiil  that 
he  was  his  father,  called  a  few  days  later,  but,  alter  that,  ne\  er  came 
aj^ain.  A  woman  who  had  just  lost  her  own  little  boy.  as  the  result  ol 
an  accident,  saw  tliis  boy  and  lo\ed  him.  1  he  boy  was  briiui^ht  be- 
fore the  Maijistrate,  became  a  ward  of  the  Society,  and  is  now  the 
only  child  in  his  new  home  where  he  is  beini^'  tenderly  cared  for. 


At  the  Annual  Meetiiii,'^  ol  the  Society  held  on  November  i()th, 
1899,  the  folknvini^  resolution  was  moved  by  lion.  \.  J.  Davis, 
seconded  by  Rev.  B.  D.  Thomas,  P.  O  ,  carried  imamiously: 

That  this  meetinj;'  express  its  thorouj^^h  sympath\  with  the  work 
carried  on  by  the  Society,  and  records  its  satisfaction  with  what  has 
been  accomplished  durinj^  the  past  year  as  outlined  in  the  r''pt>rt  just 
read.  It  conij^ratulates  the  Society  on  the  recoi(nition  o(  its  aims  and 
objects  by  the  y;^eneral  public,  and  by  the  City  C'ouncil,  and  most 
heartily  commends  the  Society  and  its  work  to  the  ma  "v  subscribers 
in  the  City  and  throui^hout  the  Dominion,  and  ben  colent  people 
g"enerally — for  continued  and  increased  liberality,  and  to  the  City 
Council  for  a  continuation  of  its  liberal  i^rant.
